LIQUOR ISSUE 


eae Uncle of Lindbergh | 


Declares, However, There 
Will Be ‘“‘No Snooping” 
in Administration. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 9.—John 
C. Lodge, veteran Councilman And 
“silent” campaigner, defeated May- 
or John W. Smith, avowed “wet,” 
by a majority of 12,188 votes in 
yesterday’s mayoralty election. 
Complete unofficial returns from 
the 606 precincts gave Lodge 120,- 
988 votes and Smith 108,800 at 
noon today. 

Results showed many reversals 
from Lodge’s huge majority over 
Smith in the October primary, at- 
tributed to Mayor Smith’s pre-elec- 
tion stand against liquor laws. 
Smith polled a ymajority in the 
downtown precincts. 

Lodge, although identified by his 
supporters as a “dry” declared to- 
day the “wet and dry matter was 
dragged into the campaign” and 
said there would be “no snooping” 
during his administration. Lodge 
will take office Jan. 1. 

Lodge, who, during his 25 years 
in local politics, has never made a 
political speech nor issued a writ- 
ten appeal, swept into the lead in 
a late rush of returns from outly- 
ing districts after trailing Smith 
in earlier returns, 

Lodge is a great uncle of Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

Opposed to Liquor Laws, 

During the canipaign Smith came 
out in opposition to the prohibi- 
tion laws. He said he would make 
no special effort to enforce them. 

Lodge’s supporters refused to ac- 
cept the liquor question injected by 
Smith as an issue. They pointed 
out that Lodge had never publicly 
indorsed the dry movement nor had 
he gone on record as opposed to 
it. Smith’s appeal was based on 
the grounds that Lodge was geh- 
erally conceded to have the support 
of the Michigan dAnti-Saloon 
League. 

The election, despite the fact that 
the campaign was bitterly waged, 
passed off quietly. Only one arrest 
was made, that of an tintoxicated 
man for causing a disturbance at 
a voting booth. A record ballot of 
more than 200,000 was cast. 

A score of persons. however, 
complained that they were pre- 
vented from voting by election of- 
ficials, because of alleged defective 
electiof registration blanks. The 
complaints are being investigated. 

Ainong five amendments to the 
city charter that were adopted was 
one approving construction by a 
private concern of a proposed ve- 
hicular tunnel from Detroit to 
Windsor, Ont. A proposal that ti.e 
county tssue $2,000,000 in bonds 
for the site and construction of a 
publicly-owned airport also was 
approved.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 9— 


Judge Flem D. Sampson, Republi- 
can, was leading J. C. W. Beckham, 


Democrat, in the gubernatorial race 
by $798 votes, with returns com- 
piled late today from all counties 
in the State, many of them com- 
plete. The vote was: Sampson 
347,918, Beckham 338,120. 

The Democratic campaign chair- 
man, Thomas 8S. Rhea, claimed the 
state for Beckham by more than 
12,000, and charged that irregular- 
ities had been observed in a num- 
ber of places. The Republican com- 
mittee.. was* clainfing victory for 
Sampson by 35,v00. 

G. O. P. Strong in Mountains. 

Sampson's greatest strength. de- 
veloned in his nativé mountains, 
one Congressional District, the 
Eleventh, giving him a majority of 
23,209, with a number of scattered 
precincts remaining out. The miss- 
ing counties, two Democratic ‘and 
one Republican, normally, are in 
the Tenth District, which is Samp- 
son’s so far by a majority of 9658. 
The Republican nominee had a 
lead of lass than 1000 in the Ninth 
District, but carried the Fifth, Jef- 
ferson County. by approximately 
5000. 

Beckham, twice Governor and 
once United States Senator, failed 
to poll the heavy vote expected for 
him in the First disfPict; but the 
third, the home district of Rhea, 
went Democratic by something like 
7000. 

Returns from the horse racing 
centers in the State showed Judge 
Sampson, called by the Democrats 
the Kentucky Jockey Club candi- 
date, rolled up convincing majori- 
ties over Beckham, who made his 
opposition to the pari-mutuel bet- 
ting law the major igsue of his 
campaign. In most of the coun- 
ties affected, Beckham was far 
behind his own ticket, and the very 
meager returns from the other con- 
tests on the State ticket showed 
most of the races to be close. 

Louisville for Sampson. 

Louisville and Jefferson County 
returned to the Republican column 
after several months of control 
given the Democrats by the State 
Court’s action in declaring the Re- 
publican victory of 1925 “no elec- 
tion” because of fraud. 

The voting was carried out 
quietly .throughout the state ex- 
cept in two mountain districts, Gill 
Lewis, candidate for city council- 
was shot nd killed and his 
brother, Floyd Lewis, probably 
fatally wounded, at Harlan, Lind- 
sey Clark was killed during a 
shooting affray at the polls at 
John's Oreek, two miles from Pres. 
tonburg.

Pays Soldiers to Take 
Careful Aim.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 9%.—Fer- 
nando Reyes. revolutionist of the 
Villa days, when he stood before 
the firing squad in Vera Cruz re- 
cently, took command himself and 
gave the order to fire. 

Gen, Adalberto Palacios turned 
to the spectators when some joke 
caused them merriment, and said 
rébukingly: “This is no laughing 
matter.”” Palacios himself laughed, 
however, when Martinez Pulido, 
who was standing beside him await. 
ing execution, asked Palacios for t 
few pesos. “Be sure and pay them 
back,” said Palacios, handing the 
money to*Pulido. Pulido gave the 
money to the members of the firing 
squad as an inducement to take 
good aim.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A new 
personal triumph for Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith has been recorded hey the 
electorate of New York Sta%e in 
the decisive defeat of a proposed 
constitutional @mendment to elect 
Governors in presidential years in- 
stead of cvery two years. 

Rallying behind Smith’s opposi- 
tion to the measure, the voters 
burled the proposal under an ava- 
lanche of ballots. Returns from 
virtually two-thirds of the State 
showed the plan lost by a major- 
ity of more than 525,000. 

Eight other amendments for 
which the Governor conducted a 
vigorous campaign, in which he 
clashed several times with Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt, appear from 
incomplete returns to have re-j 
ceived favorable majorities almost 
as great. 

Democratic chieftains regarded 
the vote as emphatic approval of 
the leadership of Smith, and saw 
in it a new boom for him as a 
candidate for the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination. 


“Confidence in Governor.” 

George W. Olvany, Tammany 
chieftain, said: “The vote of the 
State was, in reality, one of confi- 
dence in the Governor.” 

The Governor, who originally} 
had fathered the four-year term 
idea, had based. his opposition to 
the amendment as presented to the 
voters yesterday on the clause that 
would have thrown gubernatorial 
elections into presidential years. 
He took the position that to hold 
the two elections at the same time 
would result in subordination of 
state issues and permit the. elec- 
tion of second-rate candidates to 
the governorship. 

“The defeat of the amendment,” 
the Governor said, “must be ‘re- 
garded as a protest on the part of 


electorate against the election of 
the Governor in a year when presi- 
dential candidates are running. 
Both parties are in duty bound to 
keep faith with the people in view 
of their declaration of the neces- 
sity of extending the term, and 
should submit at the earliest pos- 
sible moment an amendment to 
make this possible, with election 
to be held in years when no presi- 
dential candidate is running.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9%.—Argu- 
ments that the Greenfield Broth- 
ers Clothing Co,, of St. Louis was 
a “family corporation” in which the 
five brothers owning the company 
could withdraw varying amounts 
from the company’s treasury. with- 
out giving ffotes or paying inter- 
est, were rejected yesterday by the 
Federal Board of Tax Appeals in 
a decision holding that such with- 
drawals were really dividends. 

The board sustained the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue in 
his determination of income and 
profit tax deficiencies of $10,244.86 
for the year ended Jan. 31, 1919, 
and $633.99 for the year ended 
Jan. 31, 1921. The board deter- 
mined that the commissioner had 
made over assessments $1805.90 
and $1894.79 for the years 1918 
and 1920, respectively. 


Carried to Board On Appeal. 

The case was appealed to the 
board on the grounds that the com- 
missioner had erred when he re- 
fused to allow the company to clas- 
sify withdrawals, aggregating $92,- 
001 and $96,001 for the years 1918 
and 1919, as invested capital. Ac- 
cording to the decision, Milton 
Greenfield withdrew $12,635 during 
the year ended Jan. 31, 1918; W. 
S. Greenfield, $13,333; Ike Green- 
field $30,691, and Sam Greenfield, 
$28,388. Gus Greenfield, the other 
brother, died in 1917. During the 
following year, Milton withdrew 
$13,969; W. S., $14,699; Ike, $31,- 
924, and Sam, $28,388. 

“No interest charge was made 
nor was any interest paid on such 
withdrawals,” the opinion stated. 
“The withdrawals, which were 
made from time to time, were in 
exact or close proportion to the 
respective stockholdings of the 
brothers. No notes were given for 
such withdrawals nor were pay- 
ments made other than as they 
might be affected by dividends de- 
clared and paid to wipe out such 
withdrawals. 

“It appears that the business of 
the corporation was treated 
throughout as a family affair. The 
moneys withdrawn were not for 
the purpose cf carrying on the bus- 
iness of the corporation, but were 
for personal use and benefit of the 
individual stockholders. The with- 
drawals produced nothing for the 
corporation, not even interest.

KANSAS CITY. Mo., Nov. 9—The 


formation of a bondholders’ com- 
mittee for protection of holders of 
bonds of the Kansas City Joint

KNOWING STRAIGHT UP. 

One of the old colloquialisms of the Middle West | 
is that he or she does not know straight up. eri 
| As a matter of fact, none of us knows straight up. | 
| That is, we do not know it very well. ‘It wag in | 
|quest of informatiom about it that Capt. Hawthorne | 
/C. Gray of Scott Field lost his life last week. He | 
had been up to 42,470 feet in a balloon May 4, 1927. | 
| This was higher than any other human being had 
ever gone, the nearest approach to it having been 
Lieut. John A. Macready’s altitude of 38,704, made | 
with an airplane. 

What had Gray and Macready learnéd about 
straight up? Well, they had found that beyond 20,-| 
000 feet the air is too rare for human life. The avi- 
ators used oxygen. They also found that ata height 
beyond 20,000 feet a high wind, approximating 120 
miles an hour, blows constantly from west to east. It 
is possible that within another 50 years it will be a 
|commonplace to travel at those altitudes, aided by 
| these great air currents; but before that we will | 
have to have the pioneers, some of whom, like Gray, | 
Will iose their lives. That has always been the price | 
of progress. It was found, too, that from 20,000 feet | 
the temperature even in summer is from 70 degrees 
below zero upward. | 

Gray's record was not officially allowed because he 
had to abandon his balloon, which descended too rap- 
,idly when the descent began, and return to the earth 
|with a parachute. The spectacle of Gray deserting 
|his ship eight miles above the earth and falling | 
gently through those silent spaces, even as snow falls. | 
recovering conseiousness on the way down, and 
coming to rest gently on the earth at last, stirs the 
imagination. Ome visualizigg it has that eerie feel- 
ing produced by some of the things Lindbergh tells 
about in “We.” | 

Gray wore last week the same suit Macready had | 
‘worn. It is a heavy leather suit, lined inside with | 
‘reindeer fawn. He got away in a gale, and rose 
| swiftly to those greater gales which blow above. 
'He reached a height between 43,000 and 44,000 feet. 
He would have come down safely had his oxygen | 
not given out. That was a miscalculation. There | 
will be other miscalculations, but in the end we will | 
know straight up. Nobody sent Gray. He was a. 
volunteer, a student. He wanted to find out. He | 
wanted to know straight up, and he gave bis life to 
find out about it.

Thousands of these illicit 
dealers have given up the fight against the 
law, or, as Mr. Hanna says, “have comnected 
with the bootlegging interests of another 
country.” Apparently Ontario’s gain in this 
respect has been at our expense. 

An interesting feature of the experiment 
is the statement that judges and police offi- 
Cclals report that there has been no increase 
in arrests and convictions for drunkenness. 
notwithstanding the fact that Ontario was 
visited last sumimer by more foreign tourists 
than ever before in its history. This has 
astonished the opponents of the new law. 
They insisted from’ the time the law was 
first mentioned that government control 
meant countenancing public drunkenness 
and that the adoption of the act would at- 
tract a great number of lawless -persons 
from across the border who would come for 
the sole purpose of indulging in drink. 

BROTHERS LUN THE KLAN. 

From the Milwaukee Journal. 
I N PENNSYLVANIA they have wrung 

some changes on the klan way of doing 
things, according to affidavits that were 
filled in federal court in an injunction hear- 
ing. Former Klansmen charged that there 
eXists inside the Pennsylvania klan a circle 
known as the Black Robe society. whose 
purpose is to punish klansmen who do 
not obey orders. 

One maker of an affidavit swore that 
Klansmen have been flogged and a coat of 
lar and feathers applied because they re- 
fused to do the klan’s bidding. Generally 
the refusals were over orders in connec- 
tion with a reign of terror in certain sec- 
lions of Pennsylvania. If a kiansman did 
not take part in applying the whip to those 
who had incurred the klan’s displeasure, he 
received the lash himself.

High 
school boys are spending two weeks in 
workshops with pay, and then two weeks 
in the classroom, and alternate thus 
through the school year. The girls are 
being trained in salesmanship in co-opera- 
tion with six large dey tment stores. They 
serve behind the counter for two weeks 
and study in the classroom for the sane 
length of time and then go back to the 
counter. In the fifth and sixth grades the 
boys receive instruction in the elements of 
various arts ang trades so that when they 
leave the sixth grade they are able to enter 
a shop with some preliminary understand- 
ing of what is required of them.

Suit Attacking Old Regis- 
tration Law. 


As a result of the recent dis- 
missal of a suit attacking the old 
St. Louis County registration law, 
there is no litigation pending to 


threaten validity of the proposed | 
bond issue of $12,750,000 for pub- | 


lic improvements, to be voted on 
there at a special election Nov.

The suit, in the nature of a yuo) 
warranto proceeding at the rela- | 


tion of Attorney-General Gentry, 
was filed in the Supreme Court of 
Missouri Dec. 4, at the instance of 
the County Taxpayers’ League, 
which now is opposing the bond 
issue. It asked for ouster of the 
two county election commission?2rs 
and alleged the original registra- 
tion law, enacted in 1923. was un- 
constitutional because it was a 
local or special act. The suit was 
dismissed several ,days ago, just 
before it was due to) be argued for 
the first time befoye the Supreme 
Court. 
Gentry Explains Dismissal. 

In the meantime, early this yeur 
the Legislature enacted a law re- 
pealing the 1923 law, but putting 
its provisions into effect again and 
particularly specifying that the 
registration lists of voters made 
under the 1923 act were to stand 
without change. The 1927 act pur- 
ported to cure the alleged uncon- 
stitutionality of the 1923 act by 
changing the title to remove it 
from the class of local legislation. 
No legal attack has been made on 
the new act. 

Attorney-General Gentry said 
at Jefferson City yesterday that he 
had dismissed the quo warranto 
suit because the new law made the 
old one a dead letter. 

The last general registration in 
the county was in 1924 and the 
next general one will be next yedr, 
but the last supplementary regis- 
tration, for those not previously on 
the books, was in June, 1926. Offi- 
cials of the Taxpayers’ League 
have asserted that at least 10,000 
county residents have become eli- 
gible to vote since then but will 
be deprived of a voice in the bond 
election. The election commission- 
ers have expressed doubt that 
more than 6000 will be affected 
and opponents of a supplementary 
registration this autumn pointed 
out that it would have jnvolved 
considerable expense. : 

Too Late for Registration. 

Last month the election board 
decided to call no supplementary 
registration on the ground inat if 
the 1923 act should be held un- 
constitutional the 1927 act mizht 
be irlvalidated,.%eo. The commis- 
sioners said the? could not issue 
the call until the Supreme Court 
had acted in the quo warfranto suit 
or the Attorney-General had ruled 
a new supplementary registration 
would be legal. Previously, on 
Aug. 31, Chairman McElhinney, of 
the Election Board, had announced 
a supplementary registration would 
be held. 

It is too late to call one now, 
since the bond election has been 
set for Nov. 29 at the insisten:@ 
of the County Chamber of Com- 
merce, which is sponsoring ithe 
bond issue, and since a period of 
at least six weeks in advance of 
the election would be necessary 
for it. 

The opposition of the Taxpayers’ 
League to the bond issue is based 
on the lack of new registration.

| Change of Code. 


HIS is one of the many ab-

The entire code should be 
abandoned, with one or two ex- 
ceptions. Any player who has 
made his scholastic grades for 
one year and who is in good 
scholastic standing thereafter 
should be eligible to represent 
his college. 

The existing rules were made 
to fit times and conditions that 
have passed on.
